Influx of Settlers 


Land Buyers are Flocking to South- 
ern Aiberta 


With the completion of seeding 
operations in “the middle and. north- 
western States, there has been a new 
influx of land buyers into Southern 
Alberta, which bids fair to rival that 
which occurred during the latter part 
of February and the whole of March. 
New deals are being put through 
daily. One of the largest that has 
just been consummated comprises 
4,800 acres situated about twenty 


ta, which has been purchased by 
Idaho parties for $192,000. Part of 
this land is already cultivated, and 
the remainder will be broken _ this 
summer ready for crop next year. 
A firm of land agents, handling ir- 
rigated land, claims to have sold land 
to the value of a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars during the last month. 
In the Lethbridge district there 
will be almost tyo million acres in 
crop this yéar. In 1915 nearly fifty 
million bushels of grain, mostly 
wheat, were . produced on 1,300,000 
acres. It is the hope of every South- 
ern Alberta farmer that this great 
record will be beaten this year,

In the Garden, 


Some Short Cuts to Success in the 
Growiag of Vegetables 


The best way to get lettuce in 


mid-summer is to grow it in cold 
frames. Of course no sash will be 
needed on the frame, but the boards 


seem to protect the young plants 
from the hot winds, and they thrive 
far better than in the open ground. 

The squash borer is a _ difficult 
pest to deal with, because it works 
inside the stems, where it cannot be 
reached with poison. ‘There ig a 
simple way to foil this insect. You 
simply need to bury the stems at 
the joints every few feet. New 
rootlets will then be thrown out at 
each joint, and the plant will con- 
tinue to grow, even though part of 
it may be destroyed. . 

The advice often given to pick all 
vegetables carly in the morning 
when they are wet with dew is an 
excelleat one, except as it applies to 
beans. Beans shoufd never te hand- 
led while they are wet from any 
cause, as there is no quicker way to 
make them rust. This trouble is apt 
to result even when they are blown 
about by hard winds after a rain,

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Machine Shearing and 
Dipping of Sheep 


Demonstration to Farmers in Correct 
Shearing 


With wool at its present high 
price, and the demand for far nivre 
of it than is now available, the pro- 
per shearing of sheep, and the pro- 
motion of thrift through | ridding 
them of all insect pests is a duty 
that cannot be neglected. That this 
fact, together with the fact that a 
large number of the small sheep own- 
ers are neither expert shearers nor 
particularly fond of the job, is recog- 
nized by the Manitoba government is 
shown by a new line of work which 
the department of agriculture has 
commenced, and which will be of 
great benefit to many sheep owners. 

Two experienced shearers are mov- 
ing about through the province and 
shearing and dipping the flocks. They 
go about from place to place as fast 
as they can be transferred in an 
automobile, which will also carry the 
sheep shearing machine and dipping 
outfit. The shearing and dipping will 
be done on the owner's. farm.as far 
as possible, and the outfit will be 
able to handle 160 to 200 head of 
sheep a day, depending on the dis- 
tance to be travelled between each 
farm. A charge of 25 cents a head 
is being made for the work, but 
lambs will be dipped free of charge. 
Until the work is well under way 
the outfit is to be accompanied by 
an official of the live stock branch 
of the Dominion government. 

In addition to performing a uscful 
work, the outfit. will also afford a 
valuable demonstration to farmers in 
correct shearing and the benefits of 
dipping. Should the experiment 
prove a Sticcess, and the demand suf- 
ficient to warrant increasing the staff 
and equipment, it is possible that the 
field of operations will be enlarged 
next season.

Gratifying Report Issued by Cost of 
Living Branch 


The cost of living branch of the 
Labor department has issued the fol- 
lowing report: 

“Canada has ample stocks of pro- 
ducts in storage, with due economy 
of usc, to meet our own resonable 
requirements and still keep up, and 
pérhaps increase, our unusually gra- 
tifying record in supplying the needs 
of the overseas fighting forces, 

“At this time when the allies are 
in extreme need of foodstuffs it is 
particularly vital to, know what 
stocks Canada has in store. It is 
gratifying to find latge stocks here 
if we also find that they are kept 
moving. The reports for May show 
that foods are being kept moving 
reasonably well, but that thgre #s still 
room for greater movement in view 
of the extraordinary demands at 
present in Europe. 

“Our stocks of butger are low and 
have decreased since April, Stocks 
of eggs are increasing, as it is right 
they should at this season of _ the 
year when the new crop is coming 
in. The very low figures in cgg 
holdings on April 1 indicates that 
the storages were entirely cleared of 
last year’s stock, Cheese has also 
decreased markedly since last month. 
In this we see the gesults of the re- 
cent order of the Canada food board 
causing the sale of unnecessary ac- 
cumulations and stopping the holding 
of old stocks of produce over the 
season of new production. 

“Our stocks of beef are larger 
than-a year ago, but they are being 
moved rapidly, Our stocks of pork 
are not so large as a year ago, judg- 
ing by the records of the firms re- 
porting this May and a year ago, but 
they have increased above last 
month, Mutton and lamb are in 
storage in less quantities than usual. 
Taking the meat situation as a whole 
we find there are large stocks, daree 
Movement and an opportunity Tor a 
still larger overseas shipment. 

“This export has” been centralized 
in the hands of the allied provision 
export commission, and thereby our 
consumers as well as the allies are 
being saved still higher prices which 
would result from the old system of 
competitive buying by a dozen dif- 
ferent commissions bidding against 
each other. This commission has 
wired to us that up to the ~present 
they have been taking available sur- 
plus of pork products, beef, cheese 
and butter, and that they shall un- 
doubtedly require all that Canada 
can spare of these products. They 
are being fully -dvised as to all pro- 
duce available for their purchase, so 
that the movement of stocks may be 
further facilitated. 

The amount of food commodities 
in storage May 1, 1918, were: Butter, 
1,182,211 pounds; cheese, 3,141,771 
pounds; eggs, 3,766,997 dozen; beef, 
(fresh and pickled) 21,592,408 
are} pork (fresh and pickled) 27- 

35,400 pounds; bacon, ham. and 
sinoked meats, 13,279,961 pounds; 
mutton and lamb, 1,449,655 pounds; 
fish, all varieties, 15,534,328 pounds; 
fowl, all varieties, 1,640,150 pounds. 

“These figures cover only goods 
reported as held in storage. To esti- 
mate the quantity of any of such 
goods available from cold storage 
companics for consumption and ex- 
port, add about 10 per cent. to rep- 
resent goods in transit and certain 
compartively insignificant quantities 
unreported.”

Three Years of 
Sheep Raising 


Success With Sheep in the Prairie 
Provinces 


Farmers in Western Canada who 
find time to go in for sheep raising 
in addition to grain growing, gen- 
erally become enthusiastic about this 
industry. This is because they do 
not find it dificult to make a success 
with sheep in the Prairie Provinces 
of Canada. The case of Mr. H. H. 
Fisher, of Czar, Alberta, is typical of 
the experiences of hundreds of farm- 
ers in Western Canada during the 
\past few years. In the fall of 1915 
iMr. Fisher purchased his first flock 
jof sheep. At shearing time the fol-

He goes to no unnecessary trouble 
as to feeding. Plenty of well cured 
upland hay and pure water, and, as 
lambing time approaches, a mixed 
ration of turnips and ground oats, 
keeps the sheep in good condition. 
His lamb increase this year has been 
one hundred and fifty pet cent. 

Mr; Fisher has had no difficulty 
in finding a market for all of his 
product.

Bravery of Officer Aided in Plans 
for Rescue * 


The king has awarded the Albert 
Medal in gold to Commander Fran- 
cis Herbert Heaveningham Good- 
hart, D.S.O., of the British navy, who 
lost his life in an attempt to save 
his comrades. he account in the 
London Gazette says: “ 


Owing to an acicdent, one of H.M. 
submarines sank and became fast on 
the bottom in 38 feet of water and 
partly flooded. . After-several hours, 
as the only prospect of saving those 
on board, Commander Goodhart vol- 
untecred to make an attempt to es- 
cape from the submarine and assist 
the rescuers who were on the sur- 
face. 

Accordingly, after placing in his 
belt a small tin cylinder with instruc- 
tions for the rescuers, he went into 
the conning tower with the com- 
manding officer. The conning tower 
was flooded up to their waists. 

The high-pressure air was turned 
on; the clips of the conning tower 
were knocked off and the , conning 
tower lid was soon wide open, Com- 
mander Goodhart then stood up in 
the dome, took a deep breath, and 
made his escape, but was blown by 
the pressure of air against part of 
the structure, and was killed by the 
force of the blow. 

The commandin officer, who in- 
tended to return inside the subma- 
rine after Commander Goodhart’s es- 
cape, was forced to the surface by 
the air pressure, and it was thus pos- 
sible to carry out the plans for res- 


cuing those in the submarine. 
Commander Goodhart. displayed 
extreme and heroic daring, and

To offset the present serious short- 
age of meat.supplies, the advisory 
board on wild life protection has 
had under consideration the possibil- 
ity of utilizing the countless herds of 


barren gréund caribou in th@ north- 


ern regions of Canada, From time 
to time, travellers and others have 
stated That these herds could be 


utilized to relieve the meat shortage. 
They have been estimated to num- 
ber from 10,000,000 to 30,000,000 ani- 
mals; but, naturally, such estimates 
can be little more than guess-work. 
Nevertheless, we know that these 
animals ‘may be numbered by  mil- 
lions. Qncc a year, during the win- 
ter months, they reach, in their 
southward migration, the northern 
limit of tree growth, extending from 
Churchill on Hudson bay in the east, 
to the neighborhood of lake Atha- 
basca in the west. ; 
At present, labor and adequate 
means of transportation and storage 
present insurmountable difficulties, 
Reaching the herds during their win- 
ter sojourn also “presents peculiar 
difficultics because there is no cer- 


tainty that they will be found on 


their usual wintering grounds  nor|

The work of examining, correcting ~ 
and approving the municipal bylaws y 
framed to regulate the milk supply 
of the various towns and citics in 
the province is most important. It 4 
frequently happens that bylaws are 
drawn up by lawyers or medical 
health officérs who ‘are familiar with 
certain phases of the question, but 
lwho ptobably have had no practical 
experience in the production or dis- 
tribution of miilk, and are likely to 
introduce features which are impos- 
sible to carry out. Some .of the by- 
laws submitted have contained 
clauses which would prohibit those 
producing milk from feeding ensilage 
to their cows, while anyone familiar 
with the question knows. that ensil- 
age, in some districts at least, is the 
mainstay of the dairy industry. It is 
: evident that a supervision 


of these bylaws is necessary.

Another new feature the dairy 
commissioner is endeavoring to in- 
troduce, is the offering ‘of substantial 
prizes to the creamery managefs in 
the province for the best kept and 
most sanitary creamery and grounds. 
Encouragement will be given for the 
planting of trees and shrubs, and 
for the best kept lawn in connection 
with cach creamery. It is hoped to 
make the prizes sufficiently attrag- 
tive to ihduce every creamery man- 
ager in the province to compete. 

In addition to the work already 
outlined requests are coming in from 
creamery owners to have inspectors 
from the dairy branch visit. their 
plant and assist their buttermakers 
in turning out the highést quality of 
butter possible. These requests will 
he complied with as far as the other 
work of the branch will permit, and 
it is to be hoped that as time goes 
on, the staff may be increased sufti- 
ciently to-comply with all these re- > 
quests. mea 

The industry will also be encour- 

aged by the holding of meetings, the 
issuing and distribution of bulletins 
and reports in connection with the 
jvarious phases of the industry, as 
well as ‘by numerous letters to in- 
tending settlers and others in regard 
to the dairying possibilities of the 
province, In these various ways the 
government of the*province, through 
the dairy branch, is éndeavorifig to 
build on a solid foundation an in- 
dustry which is destined to become 
in the near future one of the most 
important branches of agriculture.

Dip Sheep This ‘Year *f 


Community Oytfits Cheap and Para- 
sites Come High in Wool 
and “Mutton 


Lieut. Norman Stanfield, chief of 
the sheep division of the Dominion 
livestock branch, sends the following 
timely warning on the subject of dip-; 
ping sheep: 

In the face of the high cost of 
feeds and the ever-increasing neces- 
sity of greater production, it be- 
comes more imperative than ever be- 
fore in the history of our sheep in- 
dustry that all handicaps such as the 
feeding of external parasites be 
eliminated as far as possible. It is 
hard to understand why dipping is 
neglected when one. stops to . think 
that it is next to impossible for sheep 
to make progress when covered with 
ticks and lice which annoy them con- 
tinually, It is impossible to estimate 
the loss of feed and the depreciation 
in flesh when a flock is infested, One 
may be certain, however, that a great 
portion of the feed consumed by the 
sheep is taken up by these parasites. 

A flock free from ticks and lice is 
the best insurance towards the bet- 
ter productica of wool. The con- 
tinual rubbing against fences, racks, 
etc,, causes a loss of wool and dam- 
aged fleeces which are docked in 
price. Dipping should be regularly 
practised twice avyear. The sheep 
should be dipped in the spring as 
soon after shearing as weather per- 
mits; in the fall, befere the arrival of 
cold weather. his will not ~ only | 
free the flocks from ticks and lice, 
but glso tends to keep. them free 
from any skin disease. Even though 
no disease or parasites be present, 
sheep should be dipped as a means 
of prevention and it stimulatés the 
growth of the wool to some degree. | 
Small flocks can be dipped in vats or 
other suitable utensils on the farm, 
but in the case of large flocks a reg- 
ulation galvanized iron or cement

The first comparable hay crop was 
harvested on the Scott station, 1915, 
so that the results from three crops 
are now available.

consisted first in seeding down with 


and without a nurse crop, and sec- 
ondly in determining the influence of 
previous crops and previous cultiva: 
tion on the hay crop. In this experi- 
ment 10 pounds of western rye grass; 
and 10 pounds of red clovér per acre} 
were used, Owing to the _unfavor- 
able climatic conditions and to lack 
of proper inoculation the red clover 
Was more or less a failure every sea- 
son. Occasionally a little would 
come up in the first crop of hay. 

Where seeding with a nurse crop 
was practiced the grass and clover 
were mixed with the grain and sown 
with the ordinary grain drill at a lit- 
tle shallower than the depth the 
grain is usually sown. Where the 
grass was sown without a nurse crop 
the seed was mixed with coarsely | 
creacked wheat and sown with the 
same drill. In this case the seed 
was sown somewhat shallower than 
with a nurse crop as the young grass 
plants have more difficulty in break- 
ing a crust on the soil when no grain 
plants are present. 

Where the grass was grown alone | 
it was, found necessary to cut the} 
weeds, ctc., at least once the first; 
season. These were left on the; 
ground to act as a mulch. \

The True Index Is the Profit 
Bushel in Marketing Farm 
Products 

A prominent financial paper refers 
to the “inflation of farm lands.” In- 
flation of this sort might be hard to 
rove, but yf values are set accord- 
ing to the profit-producing “capacity 
of the farm, it should not be difficult. 
A favorable resort of those who 
would prove agriculture’s prosperity 
is that of taking the present price of 
farm products and comparing it with 
the price ofa few years ago. At 
once, it is assumed, Me wonderful 
prosperity of agriculture is proven, 
This is far from being the case, 
The true index is the profit per bush- 
el, or pound, or ton, or dozen, or 
whatever unit of measurement is us- 
ed in marketing farm products.. So

Consumers Yet 


New Regulations Mean That Com- 
mon Sense Determine Rea- 
sonable Supply 


The new regulations of the Cana- 
da food board in regard to sugar and 
flour stop short as yet of any actual 
rationing of consumers. The provi- 
sion that no householder living witn- 
in two miles of the nearest grocer 
may have on hand more than fif- 
teen days’ supply of sugar or flour 
is to be interpreted, according to 
officials of the board, as meaning not 
more than normal or actual require-, 
ments for fifteen days. In deter- 
mining what normal requirements 
are in case of any, prosecution — for 
infringement of the regulations mag- 
istrates are expected to use simple 
common sense in*pronouncing judg- 
ment. No per capita allowance — ts 
stipulated. : f 

Under the anti-hoarding provisions 
of the order in council giving — the 
food board power to make _ regula- 
tions governing the holding of food 
supplies by individuals or companies, 
it is stated that the magistrates be- 
fore whom prosecutions are entered 
are to be judges as to’ questions of 
fact. Consequently in determining 
whether or not any householder has 
in stock’ more than fifteen days’ 
supply the maPistrate will do as. the 
householder is. expected to do— 
namely, consider whether or not the 
supply is a reasonable one consider- 
ing all the circumstances, ! 

At present, considering the sup- 
plies of sugar and flour available in 
Canada for this year, and ocean 
transportation limitations, thé food 
board does not consider it necessary 
to arbitrarily limit individual con- 
sumption beyond what has already 
been done by the hotel, restaurant 
and boarding house regulations, Tha 
main object of the new regulations 
is to guard against waste through 
limiting household supplies to rea- 
sonable amounts, thus encouraging 
thrift and preventing spoiling from 
long storage.

GEORGE the FIFTH, by the Grace of God of the United Kingdom of 
_ Great Britain and Ireland and of the British Dominions beyo ‘ the 
Seas, KING, Defender of the Faith, Emperor of India. 


To all to whom these presents shall come or whom the same may in any 


wise concern,—GREETING : 


A Proclamation of conditional amnesty respecting men belonging to 
Class 1 under the Military Service Act, 1917, who have disobeyed our 
Proclamation of 13th October, 1917, or their orders to report for duty, 
or are deserters or absent without leave from the Canadian Expedi- 


tionary Force. 


E. L. NEWCOMBE, \ WHEREAS consider- 


) 
Deputy Minister of Justice, { able numbers of men 


belonging to Class I under our Military: Ser- 
vice Act, 1917, called out on active service in 
our Canadian Expeditionary Force for the 
defence of Canada under Our Proclamation 
of 13th October, 1917, although they have thus 
become by law soldiers enlisted in the Military 
Service of Canada, 


Have failed to report for duty as lawfully 
required of them under the said Military Ser- 
vice Act and the regulations thereunder, in- 
cluding the Order in Council duly passed on 
April 20 last, 

Or have deserted, 

Or absented themselves without leave 
from our Canadian Expeditionary Force, 


And it is represented that the very serious 
and unfortunate situation in which these men 
find themselves 4s due in many cases to the 
fact that, notwithstanding the information and 
warning contained in Our Proclamation afore- 
said, they have misunderstood their duty or 
obligation, or have been misled by the advice 
of ill-disposed, disloyal or seditious persons. 


AND WHEREAS we desire, if possible, to 
avoid the infliction of the heavy penalties which 
the law imposes for the offences of which these 
soldiers have thus been guilty, and to afford 
them an opportunity within a limited time to 
report and make their services available in Our 
Canadian Expeditionary Force as is by law 
their bounden duty, and as is necessary for the 
defence of Our Dominion of Canada. 


NOW KNOW YE that we in the exercise 
of Our powers, and of Our good will and 
pleasure in that behalf, do hereby proclaim and 
declare and cause to be published and made 
known THAT THE PENALTIES OF THE 
LAW WILL NOT BE IMPOSED OR 
EXACTED as against the men who belong 
to Class 1 under Our Military Service Act, 


1917, and who have disobeyed Our Proclam-. 


ation aforesaid ; or who have received notice 
from any of Our registrars or deputy registrars 
to report for duty on a day now past and have 
failed so to report ; or who, having reported 
and obtained leave of absence, have failed to 
report at the expiry of their leave, or have 
become deserters from Our Expeditionary 
Force, PROVIDED THEY REPORT FOR 
DUTY ON OR BEFORE THE TWENTY 
FOURTH DAY OF AUGUST 1918. 


AND WE DO HEREBY STRICTLY 
WARN. AND SOLEMNLY IMPRESS 
UPON ALL SUCH MEN, and as well those 
who employ, harbour, conceal or assist them 
in their disobedience, that, if they persist in 
their failure to report, absence- or desertion 
until the expiry of the last mentioned day, 
they will be pursued and punished with all the 
rigour and severity of the law, SUBJECT TO 
THE JUDGMENT OF OUR COURTS 
MARTIAL WHICH WILL BE_ CON- 
VENED TO TRY SUCH CASES or other 
competent tribunals: and also that those who 
employ, harbour, conceal or assist such men 
will be held strictly accountable as offenders 
and subject to the pains, penalties and forfei- 
tures in that behalf by law provided for their 
said offence. 


Provided however that nothing contained 
in this Our Proclamation is intended to release 
the men aforesaid from their obligation to 
report for duty as soon as possible or to grant 
them immunity from arrest or detention in the 
meantime for the purpose of compelling them 
to perform their military duty; Our intention 
being merely to forego or remit the penalties 
heretofore incurred for failure to report, 
absence without leave or desertion incurred by 
those men of the description aforesaid who 
shall be in the proper discharge of their military 
duties on or before the said twenty-fourth day 
of August, 1918. 


Of all of which Our loving subjects and all 
others whom these presents may concern are 
hereby required to take notice and govern 
themselves accordingly. 

IN TESTIMONY WHEREOF, We have caused these 
Our Letters to be made Patent, and the Great Seal 
of Canada to be hereunto affixed. Witness: Our

Honor to Canadians 


Children Strew Flowers on 


Graves 


Beautiful and impressive was the cere- 
mony at Shorncliffe Garrison Cemetery 
on Wednesday afternoon, when nea¥ty 
two thousand school children from Folke- 
stone, Sandgate, Cheriton and Hythe 
placed flowers on the graves of Canadians 
buried there, This custom was initiated 
last year. Representatives of the various 
local bodies were present, and numerous 
townspeople attended to witness ~ the 
ceremony. A great deal of the success 
was due to the efforts of Mr. E. Palmer, 
of Hythe, who was the originator of the 
idea, : 

The proceedings commenced with the 


singing of two verses of ‘‘The Maple 
Leaf’’ by the children. 


The Mayor of Folkestone then addressed 
the gathering. Sir Stephen Penfold said 
it was, he thought a great privilege for 
him to be there, and by his presence ex- 
press his respect to the memory of the 
brave soldiers who had left their homes 
in far-off Canada to fight for justice and 
righteousness. These men, alas, remain- 
ed there for all time. It could not fail to 
be a satisfaction to their relatives and 
friends at home to know that, although 
their loved ones could never return, 
they were not forgotten by the people 
of England, who were showing every 
respect and honour to them. _ 

Sir Stephen then laid a beautiful wreath 
of flowers on one of the graves. 


The Mayor of Hythe (Councillor W. R, 
Cobay) said he, too, wished to show 


honor to the memory of the Lrave soldiers 
who so peacefully lay in that churchyard. 


It is to be hoped that-in the near future 
there might be another kind of ceremony 
—the ceremony with which they would 
welcome the day of a victorious péace. 
He hoped and trusted that it would be a 
peace that would prevent a recurren : 
.20 horrible a war, and would secure fo 
the world freedom and justice. The 
speaker referred to the way in which the 
Canadians lad acqnitted themselves at 
the front, and paid a warm tribute to the 
way in which they had left their homes 
at the call of duty. 

The Rev. H. D. Dale (Vicar of Hythe), 
drew various lessons for the children 
from the ceremony in which they were 
engaged. They must remembcr, he said, 
that the men whose memory and bravery 
they had come to honor had died fighting 
for the cause of freedom and of justice. 


They Honored Them and Loved Them 


and would remember them in their 
prayers even now, as they had done when 
they were alive on this earth. They 
prayed that the comfort of God might 
rest on their relatives and friends. 

Col. O. A. Smart, C.M.G., had been 
announced to address the gathering, but 
in his unavoidable absence he was repre- 
sented by Col. Skinner, who expressed 
the regret Col. Smart felt that he was 
unable to be present to see the kindly 
expressions of sympathy with his country- 
men. The respect paid to their lads who 
had fallen in the war greatly pleased the 
hearts of all Canadians, and all their men 
who had been in that area would take 
away with them the warmest memories 
of the kindnesses they had received. If 
any of thechildren who were then present 
visited Canada when they were grown up, 
they would find a warm welcome, and 
the things that had been done for the 
Canadian boys in Folkstone would not 
be forgotten. 

Major Wilson, Senior Chaplain, sai : 
these men though dead, still spoke, and 
their message was: ‘‘ We left home and 
kindred at the high call of duty, to fight 
that freedom might be secured in the 
world, and that it might be freed from 
the yoke of German militarism.’’ 

Alderman Spurgen (Deputy Mayor of 
Folkestone), drew a moral for the child- 
ren from the way in which the Canadians 
had left home and country and sacrificed - 
themselves in the cause of right. The 
ground whereon they stood would he said, 
be the venue of many pilgrimages in the 
future, and the memory of those. men 
would always remain green in the hearts 
of those who visited the place. 

The children then marched by the 
graves, laying the flowers on them as 
they passed, until the whole of the graves 
were covered with lovely blossoms, pre- 
senting an exquisite spectacle and filling 
the air with pleasant scents. Meanwhile 
the band of a Canadian regiment played 
Canadian and martial airs.

Admiral Hollweg Tells Critics 
Would Be Suicide to 
Attempt It 


“Suicide” is the word used by the 
German naval authoritics to  dcs- 
cribe what it would mean for the 
kaiser’s navy to attempt to interferc 
with the transport of allied troops 
and muhitions across the English 
Channel. 

According to German papers con- 
siderable irritation has been caused 
in Germany by the rapidity with 
which England has been throwing 
m into France, and criticism has 
bem directed at the admiralty, In 
a vigorous defence, Rear Admiral 
Karl Hollweg points out that the ac- 
tivity of the German navy is. sub- 
ject to certain geographica] limita- 
tions. 

“A voluntary ‘attempt to remove 
these limitations,” he argues, “would 
signify a heroic but useless suicide 
for the German fleet. The distance 
from German harbors is too great 
for the regular and frequent-attacks 
which alone could cause continuous 
interruption of Channel traffic. <A 
small German ship cannot long re- 
main in. the Channel, for submarines 
and mines would reap a rich harvesé 
among it and, after being cut off, it 
would be compelled to accept battle 
with overwhelming British forces in 
unfavorable circumstances.” 

Even German: submarines, accord- 
ing to their commanders, writes Cap- 
tain von Kuhlwtter in the Berlin 
“Lokal Anzciger,” find that attack- 
ing- transports is especailly difficult 
in the Channel, .

Care of Young Stock 


Give Calf Good Start During the 
Summer 


The calf shows very quickly 
effects of poor care, and this 
occurs during the summer months 
because of the pressure of other 
work, althouvh it is really much: eas- 
ier to keep a calf thrifty in stimmer 
than in winter, Calves grown on 
farms should have grass pasture pro- 
vided for them and should be fed 
some grain, preferably oats, during 
the first five months of their life. In 
taking them from the cow and fais- 
ing them by hand on skim milk, you 
are preventing them obtaining  but- 
terfat, which is a natural part of the 
food of a young animal. You must

replace this, insofar as it can be re-|- 


placed, by the use of a grain rich in 
oil fed to the young animal on grass, 
the grass itself, taking the place of 
the butter fat in milk to a small ex- 
tent. A calf grown upon skim milk, 
grass, and a small amount of oats, 
will be a profitable, healthy, strong, 
and rapid growing animal, while a 
stunted calf will require much more 
feed next winter to get him started 
towards making good gaihs—G, E.

Thunder Storms Won’t Sour Milk 
That Is Properly Cared For 


There is a widespread belief that 
thunder sours milk, for testimony is 


not lacking that after a severe elec- 
trical storm, milk that should have 
been sweet fs found to have soured. 
It is quite natural that the souring 
should be attributed to the thunder 
but we shall need to look elsewhere 
for the cause’ of this phenomenon. 
Souring is caused normally by the 
acidity which results from bacterial 
growth and sterilized milk will not 
sour in a thunder storm.
